1. The Taxpayers of Summer Ave- 
nue do mos? positively, seriously and 
urgently protest against the heavy 
trucks that are allowed to run on 
their residence :.-eet. 


When enormous ten ton trucks 
sometimes with a trailer, with solid 
hard tires run. through the stree. they 
do more damagd in one trip than 
1,000 automobiles, making a large 
annual expense for the City for re- 
pairs. 


Every house is shaken and ceilings 
crack and fall, and many people have 
had large bills for repairs. Trucks 
rush through over-loaded with lum- 
ber, brick, iron, etc, many of them 
from out of town, who pay no tax. 
A recent count for one day showed 
that .160 trucks had passed through 
the street. 


When trucks are not allowed on 
Mt. Pleasant Avenue, upper Broad 
Street, Park Avenue, Ridge Street, 
and many others, we feel that Sum- 
mer Avenue should not be discrimi- 
nated against any longer. Belleville 
Avenue is a much wider street and 
has a hard pavement and it is just 
as convenient for the trucks to use 
that street. We are forced to con- 
sider this a most serious injustice 
and a wrong, as it reduces the value 
of every piece of property, has a 
serious effect on sick people, and the 
trucks should at once be absolutely 
prohibited and barred.

F. Seymour, 20 Clinton 
Street: I represent the Peddlers’ 
and Hucksters’ of Newark. They have 
an organization of seven or eight 
hundred. They make a business of 
selling things from wagons in streets 
‘and within the past week or so the 
Police Department ‘has been making 
a number of arrests because they 
shout in the street which is in viola- 
tion of an ordinance. I understand 
this ordinance was passed some fif- 
teen years ago and makes it unlawful 


to shout in the streets to attract the - 


attention of buyers. These men find 
it impossible to sell their goods un- 
less they shout. I am of the opinion 
that complaints have been coming in 
to the Police Department because 
they have been yelling indiscriminate- 
ly, doing it regardless of the hours 
or the neighborhood. I have explain- 
ed to them that there is an ordinance 
prohibiting shouting on the streets 
and I told them I would come before 
‘the Commission and ask if it would 
not be possible for these men to sell 
their goods and let them use their 
judgment as to the hours and streets 
until such time as we could come here 


and suggest an amendment to the 
present ordinance. 


Commissioner .Brennan stated that 
the provisions of the ordinance were 
being enforced on account of the 
large number of complaints reaching 
the Poice Department and the num- 
ber of peddlers shouting their goods 
on the streets and the late hours they 
continue doing so.
